RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 

In an Election of Species Requirement mailed May 30, 2007, the period for 

response to which extends through June 30, 2007, the Examiner required election 

under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between the following species: 

Species I - Figures 1 A-4, characterized by the Examiner as being directed 
towards an imaging apparatus wherein an electric signal from a 
photoreceptor, attenuated by exposure, is compared by a 
comparator with a threshold electric signal having a variable level; 

Species II - Figures 5-7, characterized by the Examiner as being directed 

towards an imaging apparatus wherein a photoreceptor element on 
which a high-luminance region (bright region) is projected carries 
out imaging at a shorter interval compared with a photoreceptor 
element on which a low-luminance region (dark region) is projected; 
and 

Species III - Figures 8-1 1 , characterized by the Examiner as being directed 
towards an imaging apparatus wherein the amount of optical 
energy received by each photoreceptor element per unit time can 
be calculated precisely, serving to obtain precise pixel data. 
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Applicant provisionally elects to prosecute Species I. At least claims 1-4 read on 
species I.
